To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Nantwich  Rural  District 
Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Nantwich  Rural  District  for  the  year  1966. 

The  statistics  for  the  distriat  show  lititle  Change  from  the  previous 
year  and  the  steady  increase  in  population  continues,  being  consistent 
with  new  housing  development,  which  in  the  main,  is  confined  to  the 
larger  village  centres,  but  iit  is  perhaps  of  interest  to  note  that  for  the 
past  fifteen  years,  no  mother  from  (this  district  has  died  from  any  con¬ 
dition  attributable  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Council  has  had  under  consideration  the 
various  demands  which  have  in  consequence  arisen  from  the  increase 
in  population,  with  particular  reference  to  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  necessary  major 
schemes  are  now  going  forward  and  (there  is  every  hope  that  (their  con¬ 
struction  will  not  be  unduly  delayed.  The  principle  of  planning  on  a 
district  rather  than  a  village  basis  whereby  a  number  of  villages  are 
linked  together  to  a  central  treatment  works,  has  much  to  commend  it. 

There  are  no  items  in  the  report  to  which  I  would  especially  draw 
the  Council’s  attention,  but  it  may  be  felt  that  any  of  my  reports  would 
be  incomplete  without  some  reference  to  the  necessity  for  sheltered 
accommodation  for  the  elderly.  The  Council  can  be  justifiably  proud 
of  the  progress  which  has  already  been  made  in  this  important  field, 
but  the  demand  will  sitill  continue,  for  the  population  over  65  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  rise  by  27%  between  1960  and  1975. 

Reference  has  previously  been  made  to  the  progress  in  modern 
anaesthetic  and  surgical  techniques  and  the  clinical  revolution  intro¬ 
duced  by  antibiotics  which  save  countless  millions  of  lives,  but  against 
this  background  we  who  work  in  the  field  of  social  and  preventive 
medicine,  realise  that  these  triumphs  also  serve  to  expose  many  of  the 
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shortcomings  of  our  society,.  Each  year  we  add  to  our  life  span  but  are 
we  so  sure  that  we  are  meeting  the  new  challenges  Which  are  in  con¬ 
sequence  arising,  for  we  must  see  to  it  that  our  old  people  are  not  now 
more  unhappy  or  more  lonely  living  in  this  new  geriatric  twilight  which 
modem  medicine  has  created  for  them.  I  consider  that  in  looking  to 
the  future  we  should  continue  to  build  our  sheltered  houses  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Part  Three  Accommodation  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  but  in  doing  so  we  should  ensure  Ithat  where  these  buildings 
are  erected,  they  are  in  'tune  with  the  needs  of  each  individual  area 
and  are  both  architedturally  and  aesthetically  acceptable.  Many  people 
Who,  although  drawing  their  statutory  old  age  pension,  are  keen  and 
active  and  we  should  provide  for  them  not  only  sheltered  accommoda¬ 
tion,  but  a  community  cenjtre  where  their  many  interests  are  catered 
for,  for  as  I  have  said  in  previous  reports,  this  will  introduce  them  to 
opportunity  rather  than  despair. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the  Health  Department  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily  throughout  Ithe  year,  and  a  very  pleasant  atmosphere 
exists.  I  am  conscious  of  the  support  and  advice  which  I  have  had  from 
the  Public  Health  Sjtaff  and  in  particular  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  in  thanking  them  I  would  also  convey  my  thanks  to  Ithe 
Chairman  arid  members  of  the  Council  for  ithe  interest  and  help  which 
they  have  given  throughout  the  year.

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The  district  is  situated  in  the  South  East  of  Cheshire.  It  adjoins  the 
County  of  Salop  in  the  South  and  the  County  of  Stafford  in  the  east, 
and  forms  part  of  the  alluvial  plain  of  Cheshire.  It  surrounds  the 
Borough  of  Crewe  and  the  Urban  District  of  Nantwich.  Whilst  the  area 
is  predominantly  agricultural,  a  large  proportion  of  the  population  is 
to  be  found  in  those  parishes  contiguous  to  Crewe  and  Nantwich,  in 
which  towns  they  find  their  employment.  The  main  source  of  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  Rural  District  is  agriculture  and  industries  allied  with  it. 
These  take  the  form  of  milk  and  milk  product  factories,  corn  mills  and 
agricultural  engineering;  the  latter  having  increased  locally  with  the 
mechanisation  of  farming.  There  is  virtually  no  unemployment  in 
the  area.

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LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Chester  accepts  samples  of 
water  and  ice-cream  for  analysis  and  the  arrangements  introduced  with 
the  Group  Laboratory  of  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management 
Committee  in  1956,  for  accepting  other  bacteriological  specimens 
continues,  and  the  service  given  is  much  appreciated. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  water  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Analyst 
to  whom  a  fee  is  payable. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Divisional  Health  Committee  relinquished  control  of  this  ser¬ 
vice  in  February,  1961.  With  the  use  of  radio  control  the  service  is 
now  operated  centrally  at  County  Level,  with  vehicles  and  personnel 
based  at  Crewe.  Local  requests  for  ambulance  transport  are  accepted 
at  the  Ambulance  Depot.,  Badger  Avenue,  Crewe.  Telephone  No. 
Crewe  2030.

14  Nurse/Midwives  serve  the  district  and  apart  from  two  changes 
and  tiwo  resignations  there  is  no  alteration  in  the  list  of  nursing  staff 
who  work  in  the  area.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continues  and  from  records  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  General  Practitioners  it  is  established  that  about  70% 
of  Children  in  the  district  are  immunised  before  school  entry,  and 
81  %  of  the  total  are  protected  with  Oral  vaccine. 


HOSPITALS 

General  hospitals  at  Crewe,  Nantwich,  and  Hartshill  in  Stafford¬ 
shire,  serve  the  Rural  District,  with  the  old  Isolation  Hospital  now 
known  as  Alvaston  being  available  for  convalescent  cases. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  in  the  Rural  Area  are 
accepted  at  the  Crewe  Isolation  Hospital,  which  has  met  all  needs 
during  the  year. 

The  Maternity  Hospital  at  Linden  Grange,  Crewe,  and  the  Mater¬ 
nity  wards  at  the  Barony  Hospital,  Nantwich,  continued  to  serve 
the  Rural  District. 

Hospitalisation  of  tuberculous  patients  is  at  Hefferston  Grange 
within  the  County  of  Cheshire. 

MORTUARY  FACILITIES 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  for  the  use  of  the  mortuary  at  the  Barony  Hospital, 
Nantwich,  have  worked  satisfactorily  and  continued  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  Rural  District. 
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DISINFECTION 

Terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  at  homes  of  patients  suffering 
from  infectious  diseases,  as  and  when  required.  Arrangements  for  the 
steam  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing,  etc.,  are  made  with  the 
South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management  Committee,  the  work  being 
carried  out  at  the  Crewe  Isolation  Hospital. 

CARAVAN  SITES 

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  licences 
were  issued  in  respect  of  six  individual  Caravans.  These  approvals  are 
conditional  and  are  for  a  limited  period.  Three  applications  were  re¬ 
fused. 

The  site  at  Church  Minshull  is  licensed  for  56  caravans,  but  this 
number  remains  limited  to  30,  until  additional  facilities  are  available. 

A  site  at  Wrenbury  is  licensed  for  up  to  10  Caravans. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

The  close  liaison  between  the  Council,  the  Divisional  Health  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Local  Health  Authority,  and  the  County  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment  continued  to  make  it  possible  to  administer  Section  47  without 
legal  proceedings.  In  many  cases,  the  provision  of  a  Home  Help  made 
it  possible  for  aged  persons  to  continue  residence  in  their  own  homes 
and  in  their  own  familiar  environment. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS 

No  Council  or  private  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed 
bugs  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  which  deals  with 
this  matter  is  attached  hereto. 

SCHOOLS 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  as  a  result  of  infectious 
diseases  or  epidemics. 

NUTRITION 

No  action  under  this  heading  has  been  taken  by  this  Council,  and 
the  Welfare  Centres  at  Audlem,  Bunbury,  Haslington,  Shavington, 
Wistaston  and  Wrenbury,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee  have  continued  to  do  valuable  work  in  this  respect. 

SHELL-FISH 

There  are  no  shell-fish  beds  or  layings  in  this  district.

In  cases  where  individual  cow  samples  proved  positive  on  Brucella 
Cultural  Examination  notices  are  served  requiring  that  the  milk  from 
the  offending  animals  shall  not  be  sold  for  human  consumption  or  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  products  for  human  consumption  unless  it  has 
been  treated,  or  in  the  case  of  a  sale  is  sold  subject  to  it  being  treated 
before  consumption,  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  it  may  with  safety  be 
so  disposed  of. 

At  the  end  of  1966,  there  were  9  Dairy  Herds  in  'the  Rural  District 
from  which  milk  was  sold  raw  to  the  public. 

THE  LIQUID  EGG  (PASTEURISATION )  REGULATIONS, 
1963. 

There  are  no  Egg  Pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  is  a  constituent  member  of  the  Mid  Cheshire  Water 
Board,  which  maintains  a  satisfactory  and  adequate  supply  of  mains 
water  throughout  (the  Whole  district.  The  parishes  of  Bunbury  and 
Spurstow  which  were  the  last  areas  to  be  supplied  from  the  Vymwy 
Acquaduct  are  now  supplied  with  River  Dee  water  from  Hurleston 
Treatment  Works. 

The  Board  forwards  copies  of  sample  results  to  the  local  authority 
for  information  and  the  Council  only  takes  samples  from  the  few  pri¬ 
vate  supplies  remaining  in  the  district. 

49  parishes  are  completely  provided  with  mains  water  and  of  the 
remaining  19  parishes  (excluding  Peckfoilton  which  has  7  properties 
from  the  Estate  supply),,  there  are  13  parishes  with  only  one  property 
without  mains  water;  4  with  2  properties  and  2  with  3  properties. 

There  are  no  residential  properties  known  to  be  obtaining  water 
from  standpipes,  other  than  the  occasional  caravan  sites. 
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The  position  excluding  estate  supplies  at  the  end  of  1966  is  sum¬ 
marised  as  follows: —

There  were  22  samples  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  14  proving  satisfactory  with  the  remain¬ 
ing  8  unsatisfactory.  All  occupiers  of  premises  with  a  bad  or 
suspicious  supply  have  been  notified  to  boil  all  water  intended  for 
domestic  purposes. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  72  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
was  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified  which  were  both  pulmonary  (excluding  Inward  Transfers).

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  provides  /the  following  information  with 

respect  to  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  and  Housing  : — 

Main  Village  Schemes 

1.  Audlem.  The  sewage  works  have  now  been  operational  for  just 
over  one  year  and  a  very  satisfactory  effluent  standard  is  being 
maintained. 

2.  Wybunbury  and  Walgherton.  The  construction  work  on  the 
contract  for  the  provision  of  sewers  in  Wybunbury  and  Walgher¬ 
ton  together  with  the  erection  of  the  necessary  pumping  stations 
proceeded  satisfactorily  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  and  the  scheme  was  officially  opened  by  Dr. 
Arnold  Brown,  County  Medical  Officer  on  the  27th  July,  1966, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  houses  were  connected  to 
the  new  public  sewer. 
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3.  Bunbury.  The  Council’s  Consultants  proceeded  with  the  detail 
design  of  this  scheme  which  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  Tenders  are 
being  invited  and  it  is  expected  that  these  will  be  available  early 
in  the  new  year. 

The  Council  have  kept  future  schemes  under  constant  review  and 
have  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  proceed  with  the  design 
of  schemes  covering  Wrenbury  and  District  including  Newhall;  Sound; 
Marbury,  Norbury  and  Ravensmoor;  Bulkeley  and  Hough. 

The  review  of  existing  sewage  disposal  works  has  resulted  in  the 
Council  authorising  their  Consultants  to  prepare  reports  on  extensions 
necessary  at  both  the  Haslington  and  Wistaston  Works. 

In  addition,  the  Consultants  are  instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme  for 
a  relief  sewer  between  Shavington  and  Wistaston. 

The  Council  are  also  in  negotiation  with  Alsager  U.D.C.  with  a  view 
to  participating  in  (the  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Western  area  of 
Alsager  and  the  construction  of  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  in 
part  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  and  houses  in  the  Close  Lane  area 
within  the  Nantwich  Rural  District. 


Closet  Conversion. 

The  Council  continued  to  make  contributions  towards  conversions 
and  15  conversions  amounted  to  £594  13s.  Od. 


HOUSING 

During  1966,  373  dwellings  were  completed  by  Private  Enterprise 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  171  were  under  construction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


Public  Health  Department, 
Stapeley  House,

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  ithe  Nantwich  Rural  District  Council. 

The  work  of  the  department  proceeded  satisfactorily  with  an  un¬ 
changed  staff,  and  meat  inspection  duties  becoming  more  exacting.  The 
demands  of  this  particular  service  by  its  nature,  and  extent  in  this  area, 
reduces  'the  potential  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  other  work 
and  requires  the  part  time  services  of  five  of  them  to  ensure  slaughter 
and  dressing  under  hygienic  conditions  and  100%  meat  inspection, 
which  I  am  pleased  to  record  has  been  maintained  over  the  past  twelve 
years  in  spite  of  many  difficulties. 

The  Councils  responsibilities  in  connection  with  slum  clearance, 
factories,  shops,  offices,  rodent  control,  food  hygiene  and  many  other 
matters  of  environment  have  been  melt,  but  it  is  most  essential  that 
personal  contact  by  visits  and  inspections  shall  continue  if  the  high 
standards  of  compliance  with  the  relevant  laws  and  regulations, 
achieved  over  the  years,  are  to  be  maintained. 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  scaveng¬ 
ing  service  which  covers  for  the  fortnightly  collection  and  disposal  of 
household  refuse,  arid  the  weekly  cleansing  of  pail  closets,  and  this 
work  has  continued  satisfactorily.  Town  dwellers  who  move  into  (the 
rural  area  often  express  alarm  at  the  thoughts  of  fortnightly  collection 
of  household  refuse,  but  I  am  sure  they  soon  appreciate  that  the  “Regu¬ 
lar”  fortnightly  collection  service  which  they  receive  is  more  accept¬ 
able  than  an  “Irregular”  weekly  one  as  is  often  the  case  in  many  urban 
areas.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  constantly  on  the  look  out  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  during  the  normal  course  of  inspection 
duties  under  the  various  Acts  arid  Regulations  administered  by  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

The  Council  still  undertakes  the  treatment  of  business  premises 
under  annual  contracts,  and  there  were  15  of  these  renewed  during  the 
year.  The  work  of  supervision  and  treatment  of  these  premises  was 
carried  out  along  with  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  and  Refuse  disposal 
tips. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Scavenging  service  provides  for  the  regular  fortnightly  collec¬ 
tion  of  household  refuse  and  its  disposal  from  approximately  12,861 
dustbins  and  the  weekly  cleansing  of  (approximately  976  closet  pails 
and  the  disposal  of  their  content's.  The  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  residential  premises  calls  for  more  labour  and  (transport  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  household  refuse,  and  this  continues  to  be  offset  by  reductions 
in  the  time  spent  on  nightsoil  collection,  in  consequence  of  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  pail  closets  throughout  the  district. 

The  ideal  refuse  disposal  arrangement  would  be  the  use  of  one  long 
term  central  controlled  tip  Which  would  enable  large  vehicles  to  be 
used  for  collection  and  minimise  the  need  for  labour  and  plant  for 
disposal  purposes.  The  nature  of  the  district  and  the  absence  of  such  a 
site  rules  'this  out,  and  in  consequence  we  are  having  to  make  do  with 
short  term  arrangements  by  ithe  filling  of  pits  locally,  but  even  these, 
near  to  the  roads  for  winter  use,  are  becoming  more  difficult  to  find. 
The  ever  increasing  demands  of  the  residential  areas  are  fast  absorb¬ 
ing  tipping  space  we  have  held  in  reserve  and  it  is  important  that  we 
secure  sites  now  for  future  needs.  The  rapid  absorption  of  the  common 
known  as  Blackwater  Moss  at  Audlem,  has  made  by  indiscriminate 
'tipping  of  industrial  waste  another  inroad  into  our  slender  reserves. 
There  are  certain  parts  of  the  district  where  we  have  had  no  co-opera¬ 
tion  from  landowners,  and  in  consequence  we  are  having  to  move  refuse 
greater  distances  for  disposal. 

The  lack  of  suitable  long  term  sites  in  this  Rural  area  for  refuse 
disposal  by  controlled  tipping  makes  it  imperative  that  plans  for  the 
future  should  be  considered  now,  and  if  necessary  in  consultation  with 
other  local  authorities  adjacent,  with  a  view  to  some  form  of  collective 
disposal  arrangements  being  made. 

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 
PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

No  special  action  became  necessary  under  this  Act  during  the  year 
Which  it  is  bsltveJ  is  being  reasonably  met  so  far  as  sanitary  con- 
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veniences  are  concerned.  In  moat  cases  internal  sanitation  has  been 
provided  in  the  farmhouses,  leaving  (the  original  facilities  outside 
available  for  staff  use  where  required.

There  were  2  ice-lolly  samples  taken,  both  being  satisfactory. 
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POULTRY  HYGIENE  AND  INSPECTION 


The  number  of  poultry  processed  in  this  area  makes  it  impractical  to 
examine  every  bird  or  carcase  anld  as  an  alternative  all  establishments 
have  been  circularised  with  a  table  giving  details  of  suspedt  conditions 
and  ithe  operators  have  been  requested  to  place  all  such  birds  on  one 
side  for  subsequent  inspection  and  disposal. 


During  the  year  49  visits  were  made  to  the  nine  poultry  processing 
establishments  in  the  area  to  ensure  (that  unfit  birds  are  being  rejected 
and  to  advise  on  and  encourage  improvements  in  the  standards  of 
hygiene. 

It  is  estimated  that  over  1J  million  birds  were  processed  during 
1966  made  up  as  follows;  of  which  2\c/0  (approximately  45  tons) 
were  rejected  as  unfit : —

Courses  covering  aspects  of  modern  poultry  processing  and  inspec¬ 
tion  are  to  be  held  from  /time  to  time  and  the  Council  has  agreed  to 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  attending  as  the  opportunity  arises  to 
enable  them  Ito  keep  up  to  date  with  modern  hygiene  and  inspection 
techniques. 


SLAUGHTERING  FACILITIES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


Slaughtering  continued  at  the  ten  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district,  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  being  48,529  as  against 
46,487  in  1965  and  45,052  in  1964.  The  requirements  of  the  Rural 
District  would  be  met  by  about  one-fifth  of  this  total. 


The  maximum  charges  allowed  for  inspection  under  the  Meat  Ins¬ 
pection  Regulations,  1963  was  again  applied  in  all  cases,  with  an  in¬ 
come  of  £3,087  19s.  9id.,  compared  with  £2,813  0s.  3d.  in  1965, 
£2,786  2s.  9d.  in  1964  and  with  £815  for  the  la$t  financial  year  under 
the  grant  system.

The  estimated  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  227  tons,  17 
cwits.,  2  qrs.,  12  lbs.,  approximately  50%  more  than  in  1965  (157  tons, 
16  cwts.,  19  lbs.)  and  100%  more  than  in  1964  (116  tons,  19  cwts., 
19  lbs.)  due  mainly  to  the  continued  increase  in  the  throughput  of 
one  slaughterhouse  where  large  numbers  of  casualty  animals  and  cows 
are  handled. 
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If  the  average  cost  per  lb.  of  the  meat  condemned  was  2/0d.,  then 
the  value  of  the  meat  rejected  as  unfit  at  slaughterhouses  in  -this  district 
during  ithe  year  under  review  would  be  approximately  £51,045.  The 
condemned  meat  is  sold  by  the  slaughterhouse  occupiers  to  approved 
establishments  for  processing  for  other  than  human  consumption.  At 
one  slaughterhouse  suitable  condemned  livers  are  allocated  for  phar¬ 
maceutical  purposes,  together  with  certain  other  glands  and  organs. 
All  condemned  meat  is  covered  by  a  certificate  of  voluntary  surrender 
indicating  the  means  of  disposal. 

The  dramatic  decline  of  bovine  tuberculosis  as  a  result  of  the 
Government’s  eradication  scheme  is  shown  on  the  following  table.

The  figures  for  1966  include  74  cows,  2  other  cattle,  and  7  calves 
consigned  to  three  slaughterhouses  in  this  area  under  (the  Tuberculosis 
(Slaughter  of  Reactors)  Order.  Out  of  these  31  cows  and  one  other 
cattle  were  found  to  be  affected  with  visible  lesions  of  tuberculosis.  Any 
case  of  tuberculosis  found  during  the  course  of  inspection  is  notified 
to  the  Ministry  who  endeavour  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

lit  was  hoped  that  ithe  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations 
1966  would  provide  a  means  of  reducing  Ithe  overtime  required  to  be 
worked  on  meat  inspection,  particularly  at  weekends.  After  very  care¬ 
ful  consideration  it  was  fourid  that  the  requirements  of  agriculture, 
and  Ithe  meat  (trade  generally  need  Ithe  facility  of  week-end  slaughter, 
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and  the  following  periods  of  slaughter  were  fixed  for  the  10  slaughter¬
